MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 
(TP)—Abundance of rainfall and 
plenty of sunshine over most of the 
south and southwest has boomed gar- 
dens and enabled farmers, their wives 
and children. to look forward to win- 
ter with optimism because of well- 
stocked larders and smokehouses that 
already are brimming full. 

Only a few scattered sections be- 
tween the Texas Panhandle and the 
Blue Ridge mountains have suffered 
crop damage by drouth, according to 
reports to the United Press from ag- 
riceultural authorities. None of these 
reports is as serious as those of last 
summer when a history-making drouth 
caused untold damage. 

Last summer's drouth, ‘however,

Arkansas—Gardens generally’ in 
excellent condition, with garden acre- 
age the greatest in the history of the 
state.

Is Health, Happiness and a Modicum of | 


Wealth, But It May Contain Nothing But 
an Oyster of Poor Quality. 
DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 


you think it advisable for a girl of 20 who is not trained in any voca- 

tion to get married? I have just finished high school and because my mother 
gdlied when I was young I have.done nothing but keep 

house for my father. I am deeply in love with a man 

seven years my senior. I have always planned that.when 

I got married I would be prepared to contribute to the 

finances of my home. ‘This man ‘insists that he wants 


me as a wife and partner, but not as a money maker. | 


Should I be content to accept and give happiness and 
nothing more? Or would it be better for me to take 
some vocational training before I get married? W. B. A. 


ANSWER: 

It is interesting to receive a letter that is 
such a striking commentary on the new woman. 
It is pleasant to receive a letter that presents an 
academic problem that may be solved in two ways 
without doing violence to anybody's heart or home. 


IT have recently read a book by a woman who from 
preference, not from pressure, has been the money maker 
and shining financial star of her family consisting of 

; a husband and three sons. She sheds some valuable 
light on the problems that is at once an academic one and a practical one. 
I shall quote her in part. 

“Economic conditions have taken women out of their homes in in- 
creasing numbers, and it is inevitable that they first realize their free- 
dom and then use it. The question in my mind is how far they will 
go and how intelligently. I myself know that it is possible to reconcile 
an earning career with my home and its life, but I also know that it 
is the career that will suffer. Will other women, placed like myself, 
be willing to aecept this division, or will the home go? I do not know, 
but I believe that the matter is automatically self-regulating; that 
those women who prefer the home and have an ability for it will 
eventually return to it; that others like myself, will compromise; and 
that others, temperamentally unfitted for it, will remain in the world 
to add to its productivity after their own fashion.” 

IT knew a rather wise parent who had a small income and was therefore 
unable to give his daughters expensive advantages, who said that education 
was the best insurance a woman could have. If she didn't get married, she 
eould make her living by teaching school, a work which guarantees a liveli- 
hood and throws a woman automatically into a congenial social set. If she 
did get married, she possessed an advantage that would make her a better 
wife and mother and that would give her a great amount of pleasure as long 
as she lived. It is a sensible viewpoint. Education has not only potential 
money-making possibilities; it has actual and practical value to the man or 
woman who possesses jf. 


The state boards of education have raised their standards to such 
an extent that ordinary high school education is not sufficient prepa- 
ration for a teaching position. Ons must have in my own state, at 
least, a diploma from an A grade college before one is entitled to re- 
ceive the top salary and teach in the best schools. That law may work 
a hardship on the individual, but for the multitude of pupils who at- 
tend these schools it is a safe-guard that they need. 
A short while ago Mary Garden, distinguished artist and musician,: in 
a public address, discouraged young women from going to college, as prepa- 
ration for a musical career, recommending instead intensive and extensive 
reading on the side to take the place of it. .But it seems to me this is 
where she stumbles and falls. One doesn’t always get the impetus for such

It is the basis of construc- | 
tion of card games that anyone has | 
a right to bid and play his hand as’ 
he sees fit; it is the, basis of card) 
ethics that a private understanding 
between partners, be it even tacit, is 
a gross violation of the code of sports- 
manship, amounting to cheating. With | 
this stringent proviso, surprise bids. 
are a legitimate and interesting part 
of Contract tactics. They are emi-| 
nently fair because, in attempting to, 
misinform the opponents, the same, 
and sometimes even greater, chance 
is taken of misleading the partner. 

Recently the use of psychic bids, | 
so called because they are based more | 
upon elements of psychology than |, 
upon the cards held, has become quite | 
general. One of the most successful |

Almost any other sort of vocational training besides the training 
of the mind is wasted unless it is used: but the educated mind is the tool 
that is always in demand, no matter what the status of the person who 
possesses it.

Tn addition to that, business offices in her own town offer the best sort 
of opportunities to learn business first hand. These positions are open to 
married women as well as to single ones. And there is no gainsaying the 
fact that it is a comfortable thought te a woman to know that she can make 


her own way in the world, if ill health or other calamities befall her bread- | 


winner.

One can look around at the women whose busbands have lost their 
health or failed in business and see that the ones who have had some 
specific training are in much better position to take care of them- 
selves and their families. Said one of them to me only the other 
day, “When I was young and had to take my meager savings to pay 
for a business course and then go to work to make them up I thought 
I was unfortunate, but now that my husband's business has failed I am 
able to go out into the business world and support my family com- 
fortabiy. I know that the necessity for that training was the most 
fortunate thing that could have happened to me.” Said another of 
forty-five, “My husband is dead. [I am not trained for any sort of 
work. I cannot get a job, and I must take roomers and che out a 
small living at odd jobs. Every woman should know how to make a 
living for herself, and she must learn when she is young.” 

It is the unexpected that we must prepare for in this life. When 
we are young and have health, it is fooa to believe that life could 
knock us out with any blow she might administer; but when we get 
older and the ravages of time begin to make themselves felt, we know 
that life itself and security of health and plenty hang by the slenderest 
thread, a thread that can be broken easily, a thread that can break 
of its own weicht. 


It is perfectly proper for a man te assume the full support of his wife 
and to declare his willingness to accent in return her services as 
maker and companion in happiness, It perfectly proper for a woman 
to accept his proposal on that basis.
